New York, January 15.—The Atlantic 
Coast Line railway, a Connecticut cor- 
poration holding control of the At- 
lantic Coast Line railroad, and through 
it control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louls, is to be split in two by a 
distribution of a large part of its as- 
sets, according to action decided upon 
at a meeting of Coast Line directors 
in this city today. 

Merger Formed in 1889. 

The Connecticut company was form- 
ed in 1889 to hold a controlling inter- 
est in the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 
and securities in other companies. It 
owns $33,160,000, or more than half of 
the Coast Line’s $58,745,000 of stock, 
and other securities, mostly bonds of 
a market value of $45,880,000. It has 
an authorized capitalization of $100,- 
000,000, but only $17,640,000 of this has 
been issued. This stock never has 
been widely distributed and it is un- 
derstood virtually all of the shares 
are held by Menry Walters, chairman 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad. 

Stockholders te Meet. 

The stockholders shortly will he 
called together to approve a proposal 
that half of the Coast Line company 
stock, of "93,820,000, be extinguished ‘by 
the return to holdérs of twice that 
amount of Coast Line railroad shares, 
or $17,640,000. This will leave .$15,- 


1 510,000 of the ratlroad’s stock in the 


Connecticut company’s treasury, thus 
returning control of the railroad to its 
own shareholders.

‘“T realize that there are many de- 
mands for improvements, which the 
city is unable to make, with the cur- 
rent revenue,” he said. “We need more 
schools; the Grady hospitady needs more 
buildings for expansion. More sewers 
are needed, and the city should have 
more adequate fire protection. 

“But I am not convinced that a 
bond issue is the only means of get- 
ting all of that. I am skeptical of the 
people voting for bonds regardless of 
whether I support them or not.” 

Mayor Woodward says that he wants 
the city’s current debts wiped out be- 
fore he will consent to a bond issue. 
He also declares that he is rather dis- 
inclined to a bond issue because of 
the influences behind some members 
of council. He says that he intends 
to give the finaygcial problem of the 
city serious consideration before he 
makes up his mind. 

Humphrey Favors Bonds. 

Finance Chairman Humphrey is 
squarely behind the bond issue project. 
He says that it is the only solution of 
the present condition. 

Indications at the close of Thurs- 
day’s session of the finance committee 
pointed to stormy times when the com- 
mittee gets down to the final analysis 
of the money problem.

MAN OF MYSTERY

Chicago, January L6.—“J. C.: BR.”

students of disorders of the brain, and 
who escaped October 31 from a hos- 
pital at Rochester, Minn., is believed 
to be a man known only as “J. R. R.,” 
found wondering on the streets here 
November 10.

WITH MEXICO | 
~SEENBEGHLETT 


Massachusetts Republican’ 
Says Intervention Is Only 
Way Out—Secretary Bry- 
an Is Sharply Attacked. 


Washington, January 15.—Interven- 
tion in Mexico as the only result of 
the present policy of the United States, 
was predicted in the house today by 
Representative Gillett, republican, of 
Massachusetts, during a war speech 
in which ‘he assailed Secretary Bryan. 

Recognition of Huerta early in the 
Mexican trouble, Mr. Gillett. said, 
would have offered the best chance of 
quieting the disturbance. 

“When the war comes,” said he, “it 
will be no excuse that the secretary 
of state has delivered brilliant 
speeches in favor of peace. An emo- 
tional and oratorical glorification of 
peace is not sufficient atonement for 
a policy whose legitimate and logical 
result is war. 

“T think when our secretary of state 
accepted that distinguished position we 
had a right to expect from him pains- 
taking and assiduous devotion. His 
ante-room ought to have been 
thronged with those ready to throw 
light on his new problems rather than 
with office-seekers and politicians. The 
country needed more than that he 
should read international law lectures 
and deliver chautauqua lectures. He 
apparently has deemed the state de- 
partment rather a sinecure and a res- 
ervoir of patronage than a field of 
duty which required earnest and per- 
sistent application.” 

Mr. Gillett denounced the change ofs 
American policy in China and the ear- 
ly recognition of the Chinese republic 


No Change in Policy. 


There has been no change in the 
policy of the United States in regard 
to Mexico. This was the substance 
of replies made today by Secretary 
Bryan to several members of the diplo- 
matic corps who called at the state 
department. The foreign representa- 
tives, noting the depressing effect 
upon Mexican bonds held by citizens 
of their countries, through the default 
in the semi-annual interest payments, 
had inquired. as to what action, if any, 
the United States would take in view 
of the new conditions. 

The secretary’s callers inferred that 
this collapse of Mexican credit abroad 
had been fully expected by the admin- 
istration, and that Mr. Bryan was not 
in any sense apprehensive of foreign 
interference in the working out of the 
American plans. It was made evident, 
too, that no thought has yet been 
given to intervention by the United 
States between the Mexican factions. 

From Hermosillo it is reported to- 
day that positive orders had been pro- 
mulgated by General Carranza that 
no Americans or their properties 
should be interfered with in any 
manner. 


GEN. VILLA TO CARRY 
REVOLUTION TO SOUTH 


Chihuahua, Mexico, January 15.— 
After his decisive victory at Ojinaga, 
reneral Francisco Villa, rebel military 
chief, returned here today with his 
army. He gave directions for the early 
departure of his troops southward to 
attack federals about Torreon and to 
carry the revolution into southern 
cities. 

With General Villa were General 
Toribio Ortega, General Monclovio 
Herrera and General Panfilo Natera, 
who fought at Ojinaga. . 

General Villa expects to go to Juarez 
to confer with some of his chiefs be- 
fore he personally joins the. south- 
ward march. He probably will go there 
early next week. 

Reports from Torreon said the fed- 
eralgs there, commanded by General 
Jose Refugio Velasco, were greatly 
alarmed and that they probably would 
flee if the rebel army appeared in 
force. The federal army around Tor- 
reon had hoped that General Mercado 
at Ojinaga could resist the rebels, who 
thus would not be in a position to 
march south without fear of a rear 
attack. 

The rebels already occupy the sub- 
urbs of Torreon. Federals were re- 
ported camping in the railroad yards, 
so they: might evacuate quickly. 

If only a little fighting is required 
to drive them from Torreon, General 
Villa sald he would proceed at once to- 
ward Zacatecas, the next large city 
southward. After that the rebel march 
will be Aguas Calientes. A general 
rally around Guadalajara, the second

Warrants were prepared for the 
thirty-eight union men accused of con- 
spiracy and deputy sheriffs scurried 
over the county late today serving 
them. More than a dozen individuals 
had been arrested tonight and circuit 
court commissioners in Houghton and 
Calumet were kept busy approving 
bonds of $1,000 under which many of 
the prisoners were released. 

So far as could be learned none of 
the sealed tndictments related to the 
deportation of Moyer and Charles Tan- 
ner on the night of December 26. The 
grand jury continued its work after 
making its report to the court, but the 
score or more witnesses in the ante- 
room said they were summoned to tes- 
tify concerning disorders that arose 
prior to December 13. 

The indictment was in three counts, 
the first and second charging conspir- 
acy to prevent mine employees from 
pursuing “their lawful avocations.” 
The third count alleged that the con- 
spiracy extended to an attempt to de- 
prive the laborers generally of their 
property and rights. 

The testimony of 137 witnesses 
formed the basis of the charges. This 
list included several mine managers. 
In addition there were several wom- 
en, a number of business men and 
more than fourscore of non-union 
workmen. a 

After perusing the list of witnesses, 
the union men generally said they 
were not at all surprised that the in- 
dictment had been found. Charles E. 
Heittala, also called attention to the 
personnel of the grand jury. 

‘Tt has been openly acknowledged 
that at least nine jurymen,” he said, 
“owe allegiance to the Citizens’ Alli- 
ance and that body is frankly the 
enemy.of organized labor.” 


Governor Ferris Brands Congressman 


Washington, January 15—A _ tele- 
gram from Governor Ferris, of Michi- 
gan, branding as “false and traitor- 
ous” statements as to conditions in 
the Michigan copper district attrib- 
uted to Representative MacDonald, of 
Michigan, and quoted in the senate by 
Senator Ashurst, was read in the sen- 
ate today and later withdrawn as a 
violation of the courtesy due a member 
of the other house.

| Body in Bathroom. 

The body of Mr. Lankford was found 
in the bathroom. A physician said 
life had been extinct for several hours. 
A pillow under the head, another pil- 
low on the sill of the bathroom win- 
dow and a towel hanging over the 
door knob are said to have suggested 
suicide. Gas was streaming from a 
jet and in the same bracket an elec- 
tric lamp was burning. This has caus- 
ed Mr. Lankford’s friends to believe 
the gas jet had been opened accidental- 
ly by him while switching on the elec- 
tric light. They also held that Mr. 
Lankford placed the pillow on the win- 
dow sill for the purpose of keeping out 
the cold, and that the towel was hung 
on the door knob as a matter of course, 
No note or anything was found to in- 
dicate unmistakably a suicidal purpose 
on Mr. Lankford’s part. 

A friend who was with Mr. Lank- 
ford last night said that when they sep- 
arated the railroad man appeared to 
be in good health and spirits. 

“Lankford had everything to live 
for,” he said, “and I cannot believe 
that he committed suicide. It must 
have been an accident.” 

Miss Patterson Talks. 

Miss Patterson was on the verge of 
hysteria when informed of the suicide. 

“Mr. Lankford spent last evening 
with me at my home,” she said. “He 
left about 10 o'clock. I did not say 
goodby to him. He had been sitting 
talking to my brother and his wife. 
What he said to them I don’t know. 
He appeared to be perfectly happy 
while he was talking with me, which 
was for about two hours after dinner. 

“We had never had the slightest 
trouble, and no quarrel of any kind at 
any time. I cannot imagine the reason 
for this dreadfu! thing.”

URGED FOR COAL MINES 


Senator Martine Says Step Is 
Necessary to Cure Present 
/ Evil Conditions. 


Washington, January 15.—Govern- 
ment ownership of the great coal mines 
of the country, as a remedy for strike 
disturbances, was recommended by 
Senator Martine, of New Jersey, today 


in a report submitted to Chairman 
Swanson of the senate committee which 
investigated the West Virginia coal 
strike troubles. Senator Martine, 
charged particularly with the inquiry 
regarding interference with the mails 
and the employment of contract labor, 
reported that the evidence failed to 
establish either of these conditions. 

The report attributed much of the 
violence and bloodshed in West Virginia 
to the presence of armed guards hired 
by mine owners and recommended the 
passage of a bill Senator Martine intro- 
duced in the senate last session, pro- 
hibiting the employment of armed po- 
lice by private organizations. 

Senator Martine said, in part: 

“God has blessed West Virginia with 
profligate hand. Here, above all sec- 
tions, should peace, plenty and happi- 
ness reign supreme. On the contrary 
your committee found disorder, 
bitterness and bloodshed in their stead. 

“In no spirit of malice or hatred, 
but with a view that the country, 
through knowledge of true conditions

LET ATLANTANS DECIDE 
THE NEEDS OF ATLANTA. 


The fact that the two generally accred- 
ited factions in the city administration may 
get together on a bond issue as the surest, 
and practically the only, way to solve At- 
lanta’s municipal problems is a hopeful 
sign. 

Mayor Woodward, heretofore reported as 
being opposed to a bond issue, is giving the 
suggestion serious consideration. If he 
yields it will be for what he concedes to be 
the good of the city. Unless he does yield 
—and if he stands_against a bond issue— 
the matter may as well be dropped, for the 
issue can be authorized only upon a non- 
partisan, non-political basis. If either side 
is inclined to “play politics’ with so serious 
a question as the city’s welfare, a campaign 
for bonds would be fruitless. 

Fortunately the mayor has taken care 
not to align himself with the opposition, but 
on the other hand his attitude may be con- 
strued at this time as being at least not 
unfavorable to the issue. 

Whether the lives and the health and the 
education of the children of Atlanta are to 
be safeguarded; whether the lives and the 
health of Atlantans in general are to be 
protected or jeopardized; whether hospital 
facilities are to be standardized; whether 
vital street improvement projects that af- 
fect every man, woman and child in the city 
are to be effected or postponed indefi- 
nitely— 

Constitute an issue that transcends par- 
tisan prejudice or favor, an issue that should 
be taken to the high tribunal of the whole 
people. 

To that end The Constitution suggests 
the creation of a citizens’ commission, to 
probe exhaustively the needs of this city 
and to render to the whole people a verdict 
for or against bonds, in order that the 
public may have the data of such an inves- 
tigation, in passing finally upon the ques- 
tion. 

Let that commission be representative 
in the most scrupulous sense of the word. 

Let it include spokesmen from the feder- 
ation of trades; from the women’s clubs; 
from the chamber of commerce; from the 
teachers’ association; from the bankers: 
from professional ranks; from taxpayers 
generally; from council; from city officials, 
including the mayor. Blanket on that com- 
mission every solitary element with a stake 
in Atlanta’s future. 

Let the commission approach its task 
with an open mind. Let it summons all 
heads of city departments. Let it make 
searching inquiry on its own account. Let 
it call as testimony the several expert sur- 
veys made of Atlanta by outside individuals 
within the past few years. Let it consult 
the taxpayers. Let it cast aside prejudice. 
Let it ignore the boundaries of wards, and 
let it remember that there is no color line 
in disease and inefficiency. 

Every man, woman and child in Atlanta 
knows this city is years behind the times in 
its municipa! facilities. 

Every man, woman and child has wit- 
nessed, year after year, a widening gap be- 
tween growing needs and a relatively 
shrinking apportionment sheet. 

All know that the moral obligation route 
to relief has been knocked higher than a 
kite by the supreme court. : 

It is folly compounded to try any longer 
to compromise with danger by the effort to 
make current income care for current ex- 
penses AND improvements. 

It has come to a show-down! 

- Upon the manner in which Atlanta meets 
this crisis’is going to depend the future and 
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the reputation of the city for an indefinite 
period. 
All agree as to the disease. 
Many differ as to the remedy. 
But the vast majority realize that a bond 
issue is the only way. 
A few are not convinced. 
Some are apathetic. 
Others quibble or are unconvinced. 
While discussion and partisan hair-pull- 
ing rage things grow worse; health and lite 
and prestige are jeppardized;*the penalty 
for inaction looms heavier in the future. 
Let’s stop this miserable evasion and in- 
decision. 
Let Atlantans decide upon the fate of 
Atlanta. 
Put the people’s business up to the 
people. 


THE GERMAN GIANT. 


The American business man who recog- 
nizes in Germany one of our most form- 
idable competitors in the field of interna- 
tional trade will be keenly interested in an 
article on the financial situation in Germany, 
written by Count von Bernstorff, German 
ambassador to this country, and published 
in a recent issue of “Export American In- 
dustries.” 

Count von Bernstorff goes into an elabo- 
rate statistical analysis of the growth of the 
empire’s foreign trade for fifty, forty, twenty 
and ten-year periods. He shows that within 
the past forty years the values of Germany’s 
foreign trade have more than tripled. From 
1872 to 1912 her imports increased 208 per 
cent, and her exports 262 per cent, leaving 
a healthy margin on the right side of the 
ledger. In comparison with other world- 
powers, the total foreign trade of Germany 
for the same period makes a phenomenal 
showing. Germany’s trade for this period 
increased 199 per cent, England’s 86 per 
cent, that of France 91 per cent, and the 
United States led with an increase of 
per cent. 

American business men, however, have 
reason to stop and take notice, when the 
accounts are cast up for the twenty-year 
period between 1891 and 1911. Germany’s 
increase in that period was 143.1 per cent, 
England’s 65.9, France’s 69.8, while America 
had dropped to second place with 105.1 per 
cent increase. 

The German ambassador takes also the 
items of railroad and navigation, in which 
he shows the German increase to be equally 
notable. He says that these great changes 
have caused a radical raising of standards 
of living throughout the German empire, the 
budget of the average household being 
raised and new construction going on at an 
impressive rate. The same appreciation 
shows in the increase of the government 
budget. The income of the empire and the 
federal states combined increased from 
2,860.4 million marks in 1881 to 8,701.0 mil- 
lion marks in 1911. Population has recorded 
similar advancement. In 1871 the population 
of the German empire was 41,059,000. In 
1910 it was 64,903,000, or 56 per cent in- 
crease. The banks, the associations of credit 
and the rural credit associations, together 
with investments of life insurance compa- 
nies, indicate proportionate and formidable 
increases. 

Count von Bernstorff denies that the 
slightly higher rate of interest in Germany 
is due to a scarcity of capital. The spec- 
tacle is, he says, to be attributed to far- 
reaching changes in the economic standards 


and systems of the empire, and to the tre- } 


mendous industrial activities of the epochal 
past thirty years. The picture he draws, 
and substantiates, is that of an enormously 
wealthy and progressive people, rising to the 
opportunities of expansion with avidity and 
ease. If the United States hopes effectually 
to cope with this great power in the unfold- 
ing field of world competition it is evident 
that our business men and the government 
itself must at once take cognizance of the 
size of the task ahead of them. 


NO STERILIZED CUPID. 


The state senate of South Carolina has 
joined the procession of legislative bodies 
that decline to impose a sterilized Cupid 
upon humanity. That is the effect of its 
action in rejecting, by a decisive vote, an 
eugenical marriage law. 

There is no doubt at all that the cause of 
eugenics, in itself an admirable science, has 
sustained an indefinite backset because of 
the ignorant extremism of the legislature of 
Wisconsin. The lawmakers of that state 
strove, at one stroke, to undo the errors of 
the centuries by stipulating rigid and in- 
quisitorial qualifications for matrimony. As 
with every effort to reform human nature 
overnight, rather than by appeal to its log- 
ical faculties, the pendulum has gone to the 
other extreme and there is a clamorous de- 
mand in Wisconsin for the repeal of the law. 
In the meantime, the old “common law” 
marriage has been revived, with the result 
that judicious people are regretting that 
their solons did not endure the ills already 
present rather than fly to others charged 
with incomparably greater menace. 

Every thoughtful person hopes that in 
time the more enduring and proven prin- 
ciples of eugenics will be voluntarily ac- 
cepted by people throughout the land. But 
every thoughtful person knows that to try 
to give a reform legislative right-of-way 
over conviction is the surest plan to breed a 
nation of hypocrites and technical law- 
breakers.

Bootle’s baby proved that it was only 
human to “want to see the wheels go round,” 
so when I am asked where I find all the 
new recipes, quirks, and 
kinks for this column, I 
know it is natural curi- 
osity and “fess up.” 

Every home has some 
especially good way of 
doing things, if this was 
not so all families 
would be alike, so it is 
just a matter of keeping 
one’s eyes and ears open 
to discover these best 


ways. To pass these 
discoveries along 
through domestic sci- 
ence classes, pages of 
magazines or the col- 
umns of our daily pa- 
pers is a progressive 
sort of delightful mis- 
sionary work. 

But all the _ recipes 
published in this col- 
umn must bear closest

ful and practical. That is why many that 
are sent into this office must go into the 
waste basket instead of print. Just now, 
when fresh eggs are in the neighborhood of 
a half a dollar a dozen, a two-egg cake is 
more welcome than a meringue pudding that 
calls loudly for twelve eggs and half a 
pound of butter or a quart of cream, whip- 
ped. 

“A nose for news” is just as necessary 
to a housekeeper as to a reporter and with 
it must go a sense of proportion and good 
judgment. Equipped with this receptive, 
open mind a friendly woman will find half 
her perplexities solved by her trained sense 
of observation. 

If she has a next door neighbor, more 
experienced than herself, she can call over 
the back fence until she attracts her at- 
tention, then state her question and listen. 
If said next door neighbor is human, in five 
minutes this particular problem will be right- 
ly solved and twenty-seven excellent sug- 
gestions for meeting similar dilemmas of- 
fered.

Water Power in Georgia. 


(From The Electrical World.) 

The Georgia Railway & Power Co., of 
Atlanta, Ga., has recently placed in opera- 
tion its hydroelectric station at Tallulah 
Falls, which is one of the largest water 
power plants in the world. The station has 
the distinction of being the largest now op- 
erating in the south. Five immense tur- 
pines are installed, and the electricity is 
transmitted over a steel tower line at 110,- 
000 volts to Atlanta and other places miles 
away. What are known as outdoor types 
of substations are used for reducing the vo}. 
tage from 110,000 volts to tensions suitable 
for local distribution. The outdoor type 
substation at Atlatna is the largest of its 
kind in the world. 


TRIAL OF 
THE SALEM WITCHES. 


The people of Massachusetts, in the seven- 
teenth century, llke all other Christian peo- 
ple at that time, at least, with extremely rare 
individual exceptions, believed in the reality 
of a hideous crime called “witchcraft.” In 
a few instances witches were believed to 
have appeared in New England in the ear- 
lier years, but the cases had been sporadic. 
With thrée or four exceptions no person ap- 
pears to have been punished for witchcraft 
in Massachusetts, nor convicted of it, for 
more than sixty years after the settlement. 

The ‘first real show of the witchcraft 
spirit came in 1692, in February, when the 
daughter of Samue)] Parris, the minister of 
Salem village, and a niece, began to have 
strange caprices. The former was a child 
of nine and the latter twelve. In the fami- 
ly of the minister were two slaves, John and 
Tituba, whom he had brought from the West 
Indies. The two children startled the neigh- 
borhood by their unaccountable performances, 
creeping under tables, assuming strange 
and painful attitudes, and uttering inarticu- 
late cries. This went on for some time, when 
the twelve-year-old daughter of a neighbor 
also began to act strangely. The families 
became distressed and the neighbors alarm- 
ed. 

These children would fall into convulsions 
and utter piercing shrieks. At other times 
they would force their limbs into grotesque 
postures, and become incapable of speech and 
motion. At length it was declared that noth- 
ing short of witchery was the trouble. The 
physicians were.perplexed and baffled, and 
naturally encouraged by the verdict of phy- 
sicilans and ministers, countenanced by. Mr. 
Parris and the church members, these “af- 
flicted children,’ as they and some other 
girls and women similarly afflicted in the 
village were now called, began their accusa- 
tions. 

The first persons mentioned were Tituba, 
the Indian slave; Goody Osborn, a _ bedrid- 
den woman whose mind was affected by 
many troubles, physical and mental, and 
Sarah Good, a friendless, forlorn creature, 
who was looked upon as a vagrant. 

In March, 1692, the first examinations 
were held in the meeting house in Salem vil- 
lage, John Hawthorne, ancestor of the nov- 
elist, and Jonathan Corwin, acting as magis- 
trates, the three accused having previously 
been remanded to jail. The victims did not 
receive fair treatment, for their guilt was as- 
Sumed from the first and no counsel was al- 
lowed. 

At the trial it was brought out that the 
children were tortured whenever the ac- 
cused looked at them. During the months 
of April and May, of 1692, Justice Hawthorne 
and Corwin with Marshal George Herrick 
were busy getting the witches into jail, and 
the good people were startled, astounded, 
and terror-stricken at the number who were 
seized. 

Bridget Bishop, who had been accused 
of witchcraft twenty years before, was the 
first to be brought totrial. So, as there was 
no doubt about her, she was quickly con- 
demned and was hung on the 10th day of 
June in the presence of a crowd of sad and 
frightened people. 

The new governor, Phips, who had just 
arrived, fell in with the prevailing fear and 
a new bench of special judges was sworn 
in. On the 30th of June Sarah Good, Rebeka 
Nurse, Susannah Martin, Elizabeth How and 
Sarah Wilder were brought to trial: all were 
found guilty, except Nurse, who, being a 
church member, was acquitted by the jury. 

In her first trial Tituba, the slave, con- 
fessed that under threats from Satan, who 
had most often appeared to her as a man in 
black, accompanied by a yellow bird, she had 
tortured the girls, and named as her accom- 
plices the two women, Good and Osborn. Ti- 
tuba was sent to the Boston jail, where she 
remained until the delusion was over. She 
was then sold to pay the expenses of her 
imprisonment and is lost to history. 

Within a few months several 
people in Salem, and nearby places, were 
thrown into jail. On the 5th of August a 
new batch was haled before the court. They 
were as quickly convicted and sentenced and 
were hanged on Gallows Hill. It was not 
long before the jails were full. One hundred 
and fifty prisoners awaiting trial; two hun- 
dred more were accused or suspected. 

Finally, on the second Wednesday in Oc- 
tober, 1692, about a fortnight after the last 
hanging of eight in Salem, the representa- 
tives of the colonies assembled, and the peo- 
ple of Andover, their minister joining with 
them, appeared with their remonstrance 
against the doings of the witch tribunals. A 
reversal came at last. At the following 
trials the juries changed sooner than the 
judges, and they sooner than the clergy. At 
the January session of the court in 1693 only 
three were convicted, and they were repriev- 
ed, and in the spring, Governor Phips be- 
ing about to leave the country, pardoned all 
who were condemned, and the jails were de- 
livered. The excitement subsided as rapidly 
as it had arisen, but the evil work was done.

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Change in Rural Credits 


Suggested by State Chamber 


Prominent bankers, fertilizer dealers 
and commission merchants in every 
part of Georgia have been approached 
by the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, 
in an effort to ascertain the feasibility 
of changing the system of rural cred- 
its now in vogue in the state whereby 
the debts of the farmers of the state, 
instead of maturing, as they do now, at 
the cotton picking season, could be so 
arranged as to fall due in equal parts 
in September, January and April. 

Could such a system be worked out 
it is thought that the present depres- 
sion in the price of cotton, caused by 
the necessity of throwing great quan- 
tities of cotton on the market at pick- 
ing time, could be largely avoided. 
Under the proposed system, the farmer 
who now has to market: practically 
his whole crop at picking time could 
hold the larger part of it for better 
prices. 

To ascertain the aftitude of the men 
who extend. the largest amount -of 


credit to the farmers of the state. the 
State chamber has accordingly sent out 
900 letters to bankers, fertilizer men 
and commission merchants, asking that 
they. answer the following questions: 

“Would it be practicable for»ethe 
bankers, fertilizer dealers, supply mep- 
Chants and others, who give credit te 
the farmer, jointly to agree’ to have 
notes, taken in payment, mature in 
three equal portions at different dates, 
say one-third in October, one-third in 
January and one-third in April? 

“To adjust, as far as may be possi- 
ble, their own financial arrangements, 
to conform to the foregoing plan of 
extended credits that it might work no 
hardship to those making loans and 
advancing supplies? 

“Do you think such a system could 
be established, and, if so, would it tend 
to strengthen the cotton market by 
giving the growers a greater range of 
time in which to sell?” 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce 
hopes to get a consensus of opinion 
from those actually engaged in the 
mattér of extending rural credits, in 
order that the feasibility of a read- 
justment of the present system of cred- 
its on this basis may be ascertained.

TQ GEORGIA CHAMBER 


$2,500 Raised in Ten Minutes. 
Additional Sums Ex- 
pected Today. 


Columbus, Ga., January 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Fifty prominent Columbus busi- 
ness men subscribed 2,500 to the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce in ten 
minutes’ time today at the conclusion 
of a luncheon given by the state cham- 
ber. 

Following a brief talk by President 
Charles J. Haden, of the state-wide 
organization, in which he showed the 
possibility of Georgia’s avoiding the 
disastrous effects from the invasion of 
the boll weevil suffered by other south- 
ern states, the subscriptions were an- 
nounced so rapidly that the entire

UN FRESH BUYING 


Belief That Much of Austra- 
lian Crop Would Be Need- 
ed by Japan Main Factor 
in Advance. 


Chicago, January 15.—Although there 
was some reaction in wheat today, 
after the rapid advance in the preced- 
ng session, there was considerable 
fresh buying, due largely to the belief 
that much of the Australian crop would 
be required by Japan. The close was 
nervous, ranging from % decline to % 
@% advance, compared with the night 
before. Corn finished 3-8@1-2 off to 
% up; oats down to %, and provi- 
sions varying from 2% loss to a gain 
of 12%. 

Notice of increased demand for Aus- 
tralian cargoes formed one of the 
earliest items that emgaged the atten- 
tion of the wheat trade. Later, the 
subject was again brought forward by 
estimates that the Australian surplus 
would be nearly 2,000,000 bushels less 
than the total a year ago. It was not 
until near the end of the day, how- 
ever, that buyers here learned of a 
more decisive impetus to action— 
news from an authoritative source that 
Japan was likely to purchase heavily 
in Australian because of disappointing 
yields at home. 

Liberal export sales at St. Louis and 
elsewhere helped wheat to rally late 
in the session. Reduced estimates of 
the Argentine yield counted as an ele- 
ment of strength. It was a fact, nev- 
ertheless, that during most of the day 
prices were inclined to sag, the sudden 
forcing out of shorts yesterday having 
deprived the market of an important 
share of support. 

General loosing up in offerings from 
the country brought about a return of 
bear pressure on corn. Unseasonably 
mild weather that was expected to 
continue several days added to the 
weakness, as did a lack of adequate 
Shipping call. The bull turn in wheat 
aided a rally toward the last. 

For the most part, oats merely fol- 
lowed the course of other grain. The 
Buenos Ayres market was reported 
to be excited and higher because of 
disappointing returns of threshers. 

Expected increases in the semi- 
monthly statement of warehouse 
stocks led to a weakening of the pro- 
vision list after a firm start. The up- 
ward tendency at the outset came from 
higher prices for hogs.

The woman tried to kill herself some 
time ago, taking bychloride of mer- 
cury, but a physician’s timely efforts 
saved her life.

Mayville, N. Y., January 15.—Forty- 
eight hours after shooting John G. 
W. Putnam, overseer of the poor, Ed- 
ward Beardsley tonight was holding 
out against the siege of Sheriff Gus- 
tav Anderson and his deputies at the 
little farmhouse near . Summerdale, 
where the poor master received what 
may prove to be his death wound. 

Beardsiey Is Defiant. 

Beardsley was defiant today. When 
reminded of his promise to surrender 
he laughed and warned Deputy Timo- 
thy Van Cise, who carried a message 
to him yesterday and again today un- 
der a flag of truce, not to approach 
the house again under pain of death. 
The message was Sheriff Anderson’s 
ultimatum. It said that unless the 
man surrendered by 2:30 o'clock to- 
day the place would be taken by storm 
and that if Beardsley resisted he would 
be shot without mercy. 

“Let them come,” was Beardsley’s an- 
swer. 

“Then you won't surrender?” asked 
Van Cise. 

“I might, about April 1; 
out,” replied Beardsley. 

The hour of the threatened raid came 
and passed and Sheriff Anderson took 
no action. He did not wish to waste 
the lives of any of the deputies, his 
friends and neighbors, he said. 


Wife and Nine Children. 


The fact that a woman and nine chil- 
dren are in the house and perhaps 
starving, was urged upon the sheriff 
as a reason for immediate action. The 
sheriff said he would order the attack 
on the house some time tonight. All 
except a small force of deputies need- 
ed for guard purposes were sent home 
for a few hours’ sleep. 

Putnam was removed to a hospital 
in Jamestown tonight after a success- 
ful operation to remove the bullet 
from the wound in his groin. He 
showed improvement late in the day, 
but on account of his advanced age— 
he is nearly 70—there is little hope 
for his recovery.

KEYSTONE MOOSE MEN 
SET FORTH PRINCIPLES 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 15.—Penn- 
sylvania progressives closed their con- 
ference at which the 1914 campaign 
was outlined here today by adopting 
a series of resolutions setting forth 
their principles, but without indors- 
ing or suggesting candidates for state 
offices to be filled in November. The 
closing session of the conference was 
marked by a series of addresses by 

rogressive party leaders, among them 
Satae James R. Garfield, former sec- 
retary of the interior; United States 
Senator Moses E. Clapp, Minnesota; 
Gifford Pinchot and several congress- 
men from this state. 

The resolutions demand amendment 
of the women’s employment law so as 
to bring about a nine-hour day for 
women; stringent child labor, mini- 
mum wage and corrupt practices acts; 
a constitutional convention; woman's 
suffrage; the initiative, referendum and 
recall of decisions on constitutionality 
of laws and of executive offices. 

The liquor question was dealt with 
by a plank declaring the _ initiative 
would offer a means of starting legis- 
lation to provide for regulation or elim- 
ination of the liquor traffic. The res- 
olutions declared against fusion. 

Gifford Pinchot was cheered when 
he spoke and calls from the audience 
demanded that he run for United States 
senator.

Dublin, Ga. January 15.—(Special.) 
In collision with a Central passenger 
train and his automobile, W. T. Lar- 
sen, Esq., of this city, met death in- 
stantly this afternoon at a road cross- 
ing near Scott. A young man named 
Turner, riding with him, escaped with 
Only a few scratches. Mr. Larsen was 
on his way to Swainsboro from Dub- 
lin in his car whtn they approached 
the crossing, one mile from Soott and} 
sixteen miles from Dwblin. 

The road was down hill to the cross- 
ing, and some distance from the track 
he saw that the train wouid probably 
reach the crossing just a few feet 
ahead of him, and he turned his car 
into a telephone pole nean the right of 
way. The car struck the pole a gianc- 
ing blow and shot squarely against 
the tender of the engine just at the 
crossing. 

Mr. Larsen was thrown out over the 
steering wheel and under the train, 
the wheels passing over him, grinding 
his body into fragments, bursting his 
skull, scattering his brains and inter- 
nal organs on the ground and killing 
him instantly. Turner crouched on the 
floor, holding on as best he could. The 
train stripped the body from the chas- 
sis completely, leaving Turner and 
one narrow board, to which he clung. 
The fragments of Larsen’s body were 
brought to Dublin by the train, after 
repairing damages from the collision. 

Larsen was a prominent attorney, 
member of the firm of Larsen & Lar- 
sen, about 28 years of age, and leaves 
a wife and one child. Turner is a 
brother-in-law and has been studying 
law in Larsen’s office. 

No announcement has been made of 
funeral arrangements yet. 

Mr. Larsen, as assistant to his uncle, 
Colonel W. W. Larsen, secretary to 
Governor Brown, worked for some 
time at the capitol and was well known 
in Atlanta. 


WILSON IS GOING SLOW 
ABOUT RESERVE BOARD 


Washington, January 15.—President 
Wilson today outlined the status of a 
number of the problems before him. 
He announced that he probably would 
utilize the full sixty-day period allot- 
ted by law before making final selec- 
tions for the federal reserve board and 
would proceed slowly and carefully. 
He made it clear that he regards the 
task ahead of him as one equal'y as 
important as constituting qa whole su- 
preme court of the United States. He 
intends to canvas the field thoroughly, 
giving attention to geographical con- 
siderations, but not through any hard 
and fast division. 

The president will not insist that. 
anti-trust legislation be given prece- 
dence in congress over rural credits 
or vice versa, but is disposed to leave 
them to parliamentary procedure, hop- 
ing both will be accomplished at the 
present session. The president will 
not object to the primary idea outlined 
in his annual message going over un- 
til the December session, belieWng 
bills should be drawn that are univer- 
sally satisfactory. 

Mr. Wilson would like to see con- 
gress adjourned by June with the trust 
question and rural credits disposed of, 
but is not sure that congress can com- 
plete its work by then. No time as yet 
has been set for the reading of the 
president’s address on the trust ques- 
tion, but it is likely to be next Tues- 
day. The president will confer with 
leaders in trust reform before giving 
his message to the printer. He does 
not believe the trust question can be 
covered in a single bill, but expects at 
least two or three measures. The 
president had pointed out to the con- 
gressional committees the necessity for 
allowing either one or two years for 
big business to conform to the new 
laws. 

Another essential in the trust program 
emphasized today is the determination 
of the president and his advisers to 
make proposed interstate trade com- 
mission an auxiliary not only to the 
courts in carrying out decrees, but an 
actual assistant to big business itself. 
Under no circumstances would the 
commission fix prices or exercise any 
powers of regulations, but, besides 
acting as a bureau of information for 
business, it might be given the fune- 
tion of mediation in encouraging re- 
eo’ renizations in conformity with new 
laws. 


CITY OFFICIALS ASK

AND SHOCK MAYOR 


New York, January 15.—Three city 
employees surprised Mayor Mitchel to- 
day by applying for a reduction in 
Salary. They are John R. reeman, Wil- 
liam H. Burt and Alfred H. Noble, each 
a consulting engineer to the board of 
water supply. The engineers suggest- 
ed that their salaries be fixed at $3,006 
year each instead of $6,000 as at 
present. 

They explained that with the com- 
pletion of the Catskill aqueduct the 
board needed their services not more 
than half the time they previously had 
devoted to city work. The board 
passed along the request to the board 
of estimate with the suggestion that 
it be adopted.

need improvements, and if we don’t 
start now our condition will be terri- 
ble in three years. 

“The condition in our schools is the 
Same as our hospitals and sewer sys- 
tem. Parts of the city are now badly 
in need of trunk sewers to protect life. 

“In some instances the buyer, builder 
and developer has had such congfidence 
in our city that millions have been 
spent alongside of our open sewer 
creeks, confident that the city-——the 
good city of Atlanta—will at the 
proper time take care of the needs, and 
it is time we were caring for their 
wants. 

“The congestion of city life is com- 
ing upon us rapidly and with it comes 
the need of park facilities for the wom- 
en and children and for the stranger. 
Men who could see ahead have pro- 
vided the acreage for parks, but most 
of this land is rough, unkempt, unde- 
veloped and unsafe and unpoliced and 
not fit for our people. 

Relieve Congested Streets. 


“With congestion, we dirty our 
streets and produce more garbage, and 
today our sanitary department has not | 
adequate modern machinery and equip- 
ment for the proper care of our streets. 
Soon our city must take over the alleys 
in our city and care for them and im- 
prove them, which means more money 
needed. 

“The money now derived from the 
city because of our present size and 
tremendous growth is just about 
enough for upkeep and in no way ca- 
pable of extensive improvements. 

“There should be all improvements 
on all streets in the city of Atlanta. 

‘There will be 20,000,000 more people 
in the Atlanta regional bank district 
in the next ten years. Atlanta of ne- 
cessity will have a tenfold greater duty 
to this section. We are now at the 
threshold of opportunity; the city has 
done great things, but the greatest are 


yet to come. 

“A Mr. Inman once said to some At- 
lantans that it was harder to Keep 
wealth than to make it, and Atlanta 
will find it harder to Keep success than 
to attain it if we are slothful in our 
city building, in preparing our public 
buildings, schools, sewers, streets, 
parks, fire department, police, teachers, 
waterworks and water supply. 

The City’s Business. 


“It is not right to put the burden of 
city building upon the individual. It 
is the corporation’s business to take 
care of all these things, and the only 
method is to borrow money; the only 
way prescribed by law and good busi- 
ness methods is bonds, so let us have 
some bonds. 

“There is no feeling that James G. 
Woodward is unbusiness-like in sav- 
ing the city’s money; in fact, ‘Uncle’ 
Jim has our confidence along that line, 
and is the proper man to watch the 
spending of great amounts, and while 
f have heard it said it was against 
his policy to issue bonds, I want to say 
that the people who know, know that 
we need bonds, money and improve- 
ments, so the people will have to in- 
sist upon the bonds, money and im- 
provements, and then vote to Keep the 
old ‘Watch Dog’ on the job, for we 
know he will do his duty. 

“Mr. Humphrey says $5,000,000 is 
needed. Many streets will, of neces- 
sity, be regraded, viaducts must be 
built. There are a dozen places in 
the city today where underpasses or 
bridges are needed, but the people 
haven't the nerve to ask for them be- 
cause of the ‘pinchy’ policy that must be 
pursued by tne city officials in order 
after a fashion to care for the most 
pressing needs. 

“Atlanta and the ‘Atlanta Spirit’ are 
no small matters to reckon with. At- 
lanta has rreat men and women and 
greater oppurtunities and they are go- 
ing to do things, and the city corpora- 
tion and government must Keep and 
do its part, so let us bond the city to 
the limit. 

Manufacturies Want to Come. 


“IT know of two manufacturing con- 
cerns that are now looking to Atlanta 
for their future homes. Each of them 
must have 300 acres of ground: will 
have a pay roll of $60,000 each week; 
each will bring 5,000 people to Atlanta 
and each concern must have 1,000 five- 
room houses with modern conveni- 
ences; that is, light, water and sewer, 
and the city must make these improve- 
ments. 

“In twenty-five years all the finest 
mills, spindles. and weavine of cotton 
will be in the sf uth. Cheap water 
power and being in the district of the 
raw product will move the cotton fac- 
tories of the east to us. They will 
come to us when the mills of the east 
are worn out and must be rebuilt, and 
they will rebuild in the cotton patch, 
for we are getting cities, railroads, 
interurbans, cheap power and_e food 
stuffs to care for their every need. 
Our climate is very delightful, which 
is also in our favor. 

“Those of us who do 
above should get from 500 to 2,000 
miles from home and see what the 
world thinks of Atlanta and the south. 

“Atlanta is the product of the south, 
and the territory reached by our four- 
teen great railroad systems. We are 
the metropolis of the sourn, and we owe 
a greater duty to our section than we 
can learn or realize by staying at 
home.”’

Freight Rates. 


The reports rendered at the twelfth 
annual meeting and dinner of the At- 
lanta freight bureau at the Pielmont 
hotel last night proved a revelation in 
the advantageous reduction of freight 
and express rates to Atlanta and in 
the abolition of discriminatory rates be- 
tween southern points. 

The remarkable reduction of freight 
rates to Atlanta from eastern and west- 
ern points, and the enforced discon- 
tinuation of the grain rebilling dis- 
crimination in the case of Nashville as 
against Atlanta were made clear in the 
report of Chairman W. A. Parker. Mr. 
Parker also produced statistics show- 
ing the increase of prosperity in At- 
lanta and Georgia in the last several 
years. 

As for the reduction in express rates, 
J. B.. Hockaday, of the Southern Ex- 
press company, pointed out that where- 
as the Atlanta freight bureau was 
fighting several years ago for a reduc- 
tion in express rates from New York 
city, and was willing at one time to 
compromise for a flat rate of $3.50 per 
hundred pounds, which would undoubt- 
edly have sooner or later been granted, 
Atlanta now gets a rate or $3.05 per 
hundred pounds, by the decision of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Reduction on Shipments. 

“This means,” said Mr. Hockaday,

Bolling H. Jones, postmaster of At- 
lanta, urged the co-operation of the 
membership of the bureau in his work 
by getting their mails to the office as 
early as possible. He stated that be- 
tween the hours of 6 and 10 o’clock 
in the evening the mail coming into 
the Atlanta office from the city 
amounted to about 70,000 letters per 
hour. Many of these, he said, often got 
into the office too lave to catch the 
mails for which their writers intended 
them. 

“Get your mails in early,” he said, 
“and I will certainlly deliver them to 
their destinations.” 

Mayor James G. Woodward and At- 
torney Edgar Watkins were among the 
speakers.

“The final step has been taken for 
the first time in the history of the 
country,” said the statement, “by which 
the national guard, which now num- 
bers 120,000 officers and men, is made 
immediately available in time of war 
for service within or without the ter- 
ritory of the United States. It means 
the .natéonal guard from the moment 
of the passage of this law are avail- 
able without mustering or physical ex- 
amination or any other step except the 
call of the president. 

“The law further provides such a 
degree of federal control over the na- 
tional guard as shall make it genuine- 
ly efficient for war service.- A pro- 
vision for allowances to officers and 
men to compensate them for time de- 
voted to training in time of peace is 
contained in the bill. There is also 
adequate provision for arms, uniforms 
and equipment, and for detail of offi- 
cers and men of the regular army.” 

It is expected that the militia bin 
will go te congress as an administra- 
tion measure.

Warnings of the approaching flood 
sent the residents of small towns along 
the river scurrying to safety in the 
hills, where tonight from vantage 
points they peered through the dark- 
ness in an icy gale toward the swollen 
waters below. : 

Ramors of Casualties. 

Telegraph and telephone communi- 
cation was cut off by the flood during 
the day, but was re-established tonight. 
Rumors of several men caught in the 
flood at Shaw, W. Va. twenty miles 
from Schell, which could not be con- 


ties attending the flood. 

The flood warning emptied the town 
of Shaw and sent many residents of 
Blaine, Harrison, Kitzmiller and other 
small places hurrying to the ridges. 
Fear that the waters might rise still 
further prevented many refugees from 
returning to their homes, even in towns 
where little damage was done. 

The flood wave apparently expended 
its energy in a mad twenty-mile dash 
down the valley of the Stoney creek 
from the burst dam to Schell. This 
valley, however, was virtually uninh- 
habited. It was owned by the West 
Virgina Pulp and Paper company as 
a right of way and watershed. 

Dam Began to Crumble. 

The big dam, which impounded a lake 
of water five miles long, and which 
was sixty-five feet high, had been 
weakening for several days. Last 
night it began to crumble, and a farm- 
er from the mountain village of Mount 
Storm rode down the valley warning 
the few inhabitants of the impending 
break. A 
Save way early today and at noon the 
sweeping waters carried away 
greater part of the face of the dam. 
The released weight of water in a wall- 
like wave swept down to Schell. There 
the roadbed of the Western Maryland 
railroad was washed out, and.traffic 
on the road was tied up. 

Below Schell the rushing water join- 
ed the Potomac river, and for seventy 
miles the gradually diminishing wall 
of water rolled. on, increasing the 
height of the river by from three feet 
te eight feet in its seventy-mile course 
between Schell and Cumberland. 

The Potomac was filled with ice, and 
this, with wreckage and log booms 
torn from their moorings, added force 
to the flood.
